It was not the 
Mark Antony of Shakespeare. There 
are parts in the plays—Hamlet and 
Iago come to mind—that admit of 
various renderings, without much de- 
parting from the text. Mark Antony 
is not one of these. Whatever the 
historical man may have been, the 
Antony of “Julius Cz#sar” is, in the 
main, clear cut. He is cunning, subtle, 
crafty; a lover of plays and of play- 
acting, a night reveler, probably; a 
bold, ambitious, unscrupulous schemer, 
an altogether human, and not unlov- 
able man, yet the antithesis of Brutus. 


Mr. Ainley’s Antony 

And as such he is known, more or 
less well, to almost every individual 
among the audience, not excluding the 
schoolboys, many of whom may have 
recently read and studied the play 
for a local university examination. 
But Mr. Ainley in this respect ignored 
the indications of the book. He di- 
vested the part of its subtlety, dubbed 
himself “a/plain, blunt man” in all 
earnestness, rather than with his 
tongue in his cheek; and, to conceal 
his tracks, cut out the first scene of 
Act IV, in which Octavius and Lepidus 
help to elucidate Antony’s character, 
as Shakespeare wrote it. 

The actors Antony was altogether 
too honest. Brutus was intended to 
have that trait of straightforwardness 
and rightly declined to shake+ hands 
with Ca@sar before he slew him. An- 
tony exchanged hand-grips with all 
the conspirators; but each grip was a 
challenge! Both men being portrayed 
as honorable and scrupulous, the sense 
of conflict of character, which is as 
necessary to the drama as conflict of 
will, thus came near to being lost. 
Apart from that grave fault of con- 
ception, however, Mr. Ainley’s Antony 
was a piece of forceful, tense, virile 
acting of the highest order, technically 
most excellent and—considered apart 
from its viewpoint—among the very 
best performances of his career.

There are playwrights eager to ad- 
vance a “cause” or spread a “message.”

Their plays are 
usually excellent, and they are at once 
the joy and the despair of the inter- 
viewer. James Forbes belongs em- 
phatically to the latter classification 
He can, however, be persuaded to 
make a few brief remarks on his work. 


A Word on Playmaking 


“Rules in the theater?’ he said. 
“There is only one and it is bromidic. 
You can be anything on the stage but 
dull. 

“I cannot work out a theatrically 
effective third act climax and then 
write up to it and down from it. I 
must first think of a group of char- 
acters who can naturally and truth- 
fully express some view of life in 
which I am interested. From their 
thoughts and emotions must be de- 
veloped the clash that makes drama. 
Naturally, ‘many are called but few 
are chosen.’ I have known a great 
many nice characters and grown fond 
of them but for some good reason they 
have never appeared outside the walls 
of my imagination. So I do not begin 
a play until I see it all. When I fee! 
that a play can’t be stopped I com- 
mence to write it. You know the say- 
ing ‘plays are not written—they are 
re-written.’ Mine aré condensed rather 
than re-written. I should say to any 
novice in playwriting, first say al] 
you want to say, then only what you 
need to say.” 

“The Famous Mrs. Fair” grew out 
of Mr. Forbes’ interest in the ques- 
tion involved when women follow 
careers.

cratic candidate whose claim to election was decided, 
after a long battle, in favor of Rutherford B. Hayes, 
the candidate of the Republicans, has been nominated by 
President Wilson to succeed Franklin K. Lane as Secre- 
tary of the Interior. This new Cabinet member, a 
Virginian, at the time of the Tilden campaign, was a 
newly-fledged country lawyer. who had just attained his 
majority. He was a Democrat then, as he still is, and 
he has been active in many a state and national political 
campaign since he first tested his oratorical pinions in 
the woods and mountain counties of his home State. 
He is a lawyer still, though no longer a country lawyer. 
He outgrew the practice which he had established in 
Virginia, and tried his fortunes in Chicago, to which 
city he migrated in 1883, after serving for a time on 
the bench in Virgiriia. But he did not leave Virginia 
until he had endeavored, again unsuccessfully, to elect 
a Democrat to the presidency. The second campaign 
was that of 1880, when General Winfield Scott Hancock 
was the candidate against James A. Garfield. 

There are substantial indications that the young Vir- 
ginian determined to forgo the ambition of becoming a 
politician rather than a successful lawyer. Many young 
lawvers, and older ones for that matter, seem never to 
have reached that decision definitely enough to abide by 
it, even during the so-called off vears in politics. But 
Judge Payne, as he has come to be known, aside from 
a somewhat brief service upon the Superior Court bench 
in Chicago, seems to have avoided, or ignored, the call 
to battle in the arena of partisan politics. Perhaps the 
temptation to run for office was too strong to be resisted, 
and possibly the opportunity to test his strength was the 
real inducement which caused him to enter a campaign 
in which he was the only one of ten Democratic candt- 
dates for office to be elected. At any rate, after winning 
the prize. he resigned from the bench before the end of 
the term tor which he had been chosen, to resume the 
rough-and-tumble of generai practice. 

Judge Payne became general counsel for the United 
States Shipping Board in 1917, later being assigned in a 
similar capacity to the Railroad Administration. Sub- 
sequently, upon the retirement of I:dward N. Hurley as 
chairman of the Shipping Board, Judge Payne was 
chosen to succeed him. Possibly it has been in the 
administration of the somewhat tangled affairs of the 
Shipping Board that Judge Payne has proved his abil- 
ities as an organizer and a master of technical detail. 
lt is a fact quite generally conceded that the affairs of 
that board are in a far more satisfactory condition than 
formerly, although this.is, no doubt, attributable in part 
to reduced pressure. 

The retirement of Mr. Lane leaves no small task for 
a successor. Possibly never before in the history of the 
Nation has there been a time when so many large internal 
problems must be considered. The enacting of the law 
providing for the leasing, under a licensing system, of 
undeveloped oil and other mineral lands still a part ot 
the public domain promises much additional work for the 
Department of the Interior, for many years to come. 
Under. the present Administration, the tenure.of the new 
Secretary will be brief, possibly somewhat less than a 
year. But within that time, it may be hoped, an exec- 
utive of Judge Payne's experience and training will be 
able to grasp comprehensively and administer satisfac- 
torily the rather complex affairs of his department. His 
purpose, he announces, is, before assuming his new 
duties, to clean the slate for his successor as chairman of 
the Shipping Board. Mr. Lane, it goes without saying, 
will be equally careful to leave the decks clear for the 
official who 1s to succeed him. 


Clothes and Cooperation 


\WHETHER or not there will be a reduction in the 
price of clothing has been much discussed of late. Mem- 
bers of the textile industry have given their opinions 
on the subject, and these have been conflicting. The 
public has been advised that the best action to take to 
bring down the price of cloth 1s to constitute a demand 
for material made from medium or coarser grade wools, 
instead of buying fine worsteds. 

The public possibly does not realize that it takes a 
considerable time for its demands to assume sufficiently 
large proportions to be reflected in the action of manu- 
facturers, when the manufacturers have as much as they 
can do to produce material already on order, and are, 
in fact, far behind in their deliveries. Neither does the 
public remember that it takes, to produce medium or 
coarse goods, machinery different from that used for the 
finer grades, and that, with the mills booked up ahead 
for fine goods, machinery 1s not likely to be changed, and 
different work started, unless the demand is very in- 
sistent. Furthermore, some months must elapse before 
goods ordered by the retailer can be shipped from the 
mill. It seems, therefore, that those manufacturers who 
are strongly advising the public to demand coarser cloth 
should show some evidence of being ready to furnish 
such goods within a reasonable time, and that time not 
when they have completed all the orders they have on 
hand for fine materials, 

Many reports have been circulated with regard to the 
huge profits that have been made in the wool trade. Re- 
cent figures indicate profits of 400 to 3200-per cent in 
the West Riding district in England: On the face of the 
matter, such figures give the appearance of rank profiteer- 
ing, and while this may be the case t6 a certain extent, the 
cause is the same that has brought about such high prices 
in the United States, namely, that the: buyers, confident 
that the public will pay any amount that may be asked 


for popular goods, offer the most exorbitant prices, if - 


there is an opportunity to secure the goods immediately. 
The condition can be attributed to the public again be- 
cause it insists on having an article of a certain quality, 
but undoubtedly the demand is fostered by the trade. 
The present situation of under-production is another 
reason for high prices. WaAth large increases in wages, 
and working hours shortened, the operatives consider 
that they have gained distinct advantages, The attitude 
and argument of the workers, therefore, tend toward a 
continuance of under-production, for their opinion seems 
to be that as soon as production is speeded, goods will 
sell at lower levels and their wages will be reduced. It 
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seems reasonable to believe, however, that no such reduc- 
tion in wages would necessarily follow. Yet it will ap- 
parently be necessary for the mill owners to assure the 
operatives, and perhaps come to a definite agreement on 
the subject. 

In the last analysis, the whole trouble is a lack ot 
cooperation. If the manufacturer advises the public to 
take a certain line of action, the public must be assured 
of cooperation. If the manufacturer wants production 
increased, he must assure the operatives that it will not 
be to their detriment. Equally, the public should cease 
personal gratification and reckless spending, and the mill 
workers should renew their efforts to attaih a maximum 
output. More confidence among mankind would help to 
bring lower prices. 


Literary Ambassadors 


NATURALLY, -because of his long association with 
literary people and scholars, President Wilson has chosen 
more of them for diplomatic posts, as well as other 
positions, than have his predecessors. The appointment 
of Robert Underwood Johnson to succeed Thomas 
Nelson Page as Ambassador to Italy is, therefore, but 
another indication of the tendency of one who himselt 
loves the literarv tradition. And after all, a literary man, 
who has been also a man of affairs, ought to make at 
least as good a diplomatist as a man of business of politi- 
cal training. America has not yet developed any con- 
siderable body trained in international diplomacy. 
Perhaps it is fortunate that it has not, for events of 
recent years have shown the fundamental iniquity ot! 
much that has passed for world diplomacy, more than 
ever before in a long history of secret dealings. 

For the literary men whom President Wilson has 
appointed as American representatives in foreign lands, 
the war vears have brought a wonderful opportunity. 
Henry van Dvke and Brand Whitlock have already 
eiven some of the fruits of their experience, and will 
doubtless show still more of literary excellence in the 
future, as they see events in still better perspective. -\s 
vet Thomas Nelson Page has not produced any literary 
work as the fruit of his ambassadorship. Residence in 
Italy, however, has meant so much to writers from all 
over the world, in the past, that the reading public may 
yet hope to consider the war from his point of view. 

As for Mr. Johnson, from his long experience as 
assistant editor, and later as editor of The Century Maga- 
zine, he too is well equipped to gather material for writing 
during his residence in Italy. His verses, just collected 
in a single volume, though without the vivid fire of some 
of the newer poets, are nevertheless of the pleasant sort 
that would encourage international friendships. Such 1s 
his sonnet called “Two Flags upon Westminster ‘Tow- 
ers,” in which he’exclaims of Spenser, 

What bridal-song of nations would he sing! 
Certainly a man of Mr. Johnson's type takes to his post 
the truly American dignity that would not go with merely 
a stanch partisan or, perchance, a newly-rich profiteer. 

Of his predecessors in the embassy to Italy, the public 
will recall William Waldorf Astor, Wayne MacVeagh, 
George von L. Meyer, and Henry White, though not tor 
any particular literary accomplishments. The public, 
lrowever, will probably not remember some other ambas- 
sadors of recent years. The mention of their names 
would indicate that an appointment to the diplomatic 
service is not of itself a guarantee of endless fame, any 
more than the giving to a man of any other piece of work 
to do. However, a man who, in addition ‘to his other 
qualifications, has had a literary bent, such as, for in- 
stance, Motley, James Russel] Lowell, or John Hay, may 
have a somewhat broader Opportunity to make a name 
for himself as an ambassador. At any rate, each one, 
from a Norman Hapgood to a Frederic J. Stimson, or 
from a Lord Bryce to a Jusserand, will have the oppor- 
tunity of enriching his fund of material for writing. 


The Winter Watchman 


Isvery American summer resort of any importance 
maintains a winter caretaker. With the whole of the lake 
or mountain beauty to himself, he sits by the window just 
before the early twilight, reading, perhaps, a last year’s 
magazine, or perhaps just sitting. Already he has shov- 
eled the fresh snow from the roof of the garage, dug out a 
path for himself down to the waters edge, and brought 
up the wood for the night from the cellar. So, having 
done his stint, he is free to sit and listen, to wonder about 
the direction of the wind, or to-try the rather undepend- 
able telephone. When one is alone in this way, with a 
dozen feet of snow out among the trees on every side, the 
telephone is a great companion, even though it reaches 
only to the watchman at the next resort, 

‘Tf this, that in the winter seems such a barn of a hotel, 
is only asmile or so from its nearest neighbors, mail may 
come every two or three days, and visitors almost as 
often.

There may be no particular 
effusiveness in the greeting; but the last can of clingstone 
peaches 1s brought up from the storeroom, fresh dropped 
biscuits are soon in the oven, and a great pile of blankets 
is arranged before the fireplace in the bare living room.

Mr. Hoover's experience shows anew how world-

THE difficulty that some people apprehended in the 
assimilation of 4,000,000 returned soldiers by American 
industry never came; at least there has been at no time 
any serious lack of work for those who were willing to 
do whatever had to be done. Perhaps, however, less has 
been done in the placing of former officers than in the 
placing of former privates. It has been rather generally 
supposed that those who were officers could, both in the 
army and, afterwards, out of it, largely shift for them- 
selves. Some particularly competent former officers 
have found congenial work as secretaries of chambers 
of commerce, and ofhers as intermediaries between em- 
ployers and employees in large industrial establishments. 
However, some have even been seen serving ice-cream 
and grape-juice at soda-fountains, not an unrermunerative 
activity, probably, at the present price of ice-cream 
checks. 


Pror. GILBERT Murray unquestionably made a 
valuable contribution to the world-wide discussion on 
the League of Nations when he emphasized the fact, in 
London the other day, that the League was largely de- 
pendent for its success on an ever-improving education 
ot the people. “We can prove to them,” said Professor 
Murray, “without any reasonable doubt, that the Leagtie 
ot Nations is of interest.to civilization, and also that it 
is the next obvious step in the forward movement of 
human history, but the effect of the proof is rather like 
that of proving to an Afghan that he must give up his 
favorite blood feud.” Professor Murray's main thesis 
was, Of course, something in the nature of a platitude, 
namely, that the ideal is ever ahead of the human 
achievement. At the same time, there is often much 
value im reemphasizing a platitude. Professor Murray, 
moreover, went an to be specific. Children, he said. 
should be taught history from: the point of view of 
world development, and not from the point of view of 
the aggrandizement of any one country; history should 
not have a propaganda bias; children should not be al- 
lowed to pick up-their education about the world where 
they liked and at what price they liked: teachers should 
select for them things likely to be helpful and not harm- 
ful. It is eminently good advice.
